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INTRODUCTION. 


Ir will be evident that the highest attainments in any branch of 
Eur Bapean knowledge must be next to useless in a Civil Servant, if 
unaccompanied by a familiar acquaintance with the native languages 
of India. By the medium of their languages alouc can he ascertain 
the state of the feelings of the people, and the tendency of their 
prejudices. Without a knowledge of these requisites, he will 
endanger his own safety, and involve the Company’s interests in 
the greatest difficulties, possibly in irremediable ruin. 


Limited as is the number of Civil Servants for the ‘various 
official duties throughout the country, cach individual must become 
the dispenser of good or evil to the people over whom he is placed. 
This fact. is indisputable, andthere is unfortdinately no alternative. 
But why should I-say unfortunately, when: there is such an over- 
whehning majority of men devoting every thought and every mo- 
ment. of their lives to the advancement of the public, good? Few 
indeed are there of those who are so lost to all sense of public 
and private virtue, as to behold in reckless indifference the misery 
afwhich they are the centre arsl moving principle. A Civil Servant 
has it in his power to become atninistering angel of comfort, or a 
demon of desolation, to the countless multitudes by which he is su 
saunded. If the former, he will bear away the benediction of mil- 
lions. If the latter, how little are his feelings to be coveted! Yet, 
it is upon himself aleue that depends the choiee. 
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By what delusion of mind can a man of probity satisfy his own 
conscience that he faithfully discharges his duties as a Public 
Officer, if he feel that he has not taken the necessary steps to 
qualify himself for the awful responsibility of his situation ? 


But if it could be supposed that such high interests are insuffi- 
cient to rouse the most callous to exertion, there is still another con- 
sideration that may be stated without the fear of contradiction, 
namely, that the personal happiness of every European in the Kast 
is increased or diminished in a ratio proportioned to bis knowlcdge 
or ignorance of the language of the country where he resides. 


There may be some who only look to the Indian Service asthe means 
by which wealth is to be acquired. But surely there are few possessed’ 
of such sordid feelings, as to be desirous of grasping the reward with- 
out performing the duties for which it is bestowed. The possessor of 
exalted sentiments spurns the idea of sitting down in sloth and inac- 
tivity. Henee it is that the country gentleman, though inheriting his 
paternal property from a long line of ancestors, feels himself pledged 
for the performance ef many duties, and often of the most irksome 
kind. 


While I write this, I feel that many a generous young man will say, 
‘‘can there 75 a doubt respecting such obvious truths 2 No, cer- 
tainly there can be no doubt with you; but there are those who, 
ignorant of every thing regarding India, her institutions, and her 
literature, would endeavour to proze, by tortuous reasoning, ax. 
specious sophistry, that whatever concerns her is contemptible, 
qnd that the native languages ure of little use. Such advisers may 
pretend to be your friends, but they are merely the friends of 
their own prejudices ; and the very earnestuess with which they. 
-attempt to enforce their arguments, only proves that they have 

enlisted 
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enlisted their passions in theif cause. Others affect to treat the: 
subject with contempt; but the very frequency with which they — 
reiterate such feelings reveals their real source. 


Among the various opponents to the study of Oriental literature, 
there are those who gratify their own autipathies by assuming that 
it contains nothing worthy of perusal, though they fully admit the 
utility.of the native languaggs. The natural result of ignorance is 
prejudice : such being the course of nature, we must be prepared te 
pardon, thotgh we cannot approve. Could such objectors judge for 
themselves of the originality of fancy, the vivacity of narration, and 
the grandeur of diction, in the writers of Arabia; of the variety of 
race, the fervour of thought, the joyousness of genius, and the pathos 
of the Persian poets; of the exquisite beauty and appropriateness of 
lustration in her moral writers ; of the deep and natural sentiment, 
the benevolence of feeling, and the sublinity of conception that 
pervade the literature of the Hindis; and lastly, of the profound and 
subtle speculations of their primeval sages, on the mysteries of mind 
and matter; they would feel, that for these requisites the EKastern 
nations are not surpassed by any thing found of a similar nature in the 
literAture of Europe. Had such reasoners the means of founding 
their opinions upon facts and not upon presumptions, they would 
likewise avoid the glaring inconsistency of acknowledging the utility 
of the Oriental languages, and at the same time of wishing to deny 
access to the sources from which they must be drawn; for, to the 
depositaries*of native genius alone must the European student have 
recourse, if he would learn whatever regards the sentiments and 
opinions, the prejudices and local usages, of the natives of the East. 


But let it not be supposed that India’ is the mere arena of barren 
sands and arduous duties. I appeal to those who have had the 
power of investigating her moral and intellectual resources, whether, 
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‘in addition to her being one of the nist fertile countries in the world, 
she is not at the same time one of the most interesting to’the specu- 
lative enquirer, to the man of science, and to the naturalist. Her 
polished and unvarying race, unlike the brave but degenerate off- 
spring of Greece, or the worn-out and inglorious descendants ০01 
Rome, still possess all the freshness of nature, combined with the 
wisdom and arts of antiquity. 


Knowledge, which, like heat, pervades with difficulty the mass 
beneath, has in the progress of ages penetrated into the cottage ; 
and the man who knows how to discover it in the simple language of 
nature, even though it be unaccompanied by pedantic common place 
or technical obscurity, will be astonished at its universality and. 
profundity, without its possessors being conscious either of its 
rarity or its value. He will hear the most profound’ observations on 
human life and actions from the mouth of the almost naked peasant ; 
he will discover a knowledge of character in the lowest of his 
menial servants, that would not dishonour the most acute penetration 
and accurate observation. He will behold in his progress through 
the country, the most delicate arts pursued in the open air, and cach 
eflected by a simplicity of process that could only result from’ the 
felicitous contrivances of centuries upon centuries, 


In his travels through the provinces it may be his fortune to see 
many splendid specimens of modern art. He may observe temples, 
mosques, and obelisks that have scarcely lost the bloom*of the artifi- 
cer’s hand: works that in Europe would each have been the glory 
of its age, its country, and its projector; the fame of which would 
have resounded from one end of Christendom to the other; and 
be consccrated in elaborate descriptions, commemorative of ‘its 
proportions and its execution, its difficulties and its expense. These 
he may view with amazement, but when he visits the Caves of 
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Ellora, he will feel that it the whole world were sought over, nothing 
comparable to these stupendous ‘monuments could be found, for 
combined labour, execution, and taste. Struck with this City of 
Temples, wrought in granite, which is to be the imperishable 
memorial of the gigantic minds that planned, and the persevering 
hands that executed it, he will be convinced that he is among the 
most surprising race of men that ever existed; among the descen- 
dants: of those who, wishing to proclaim to posterity the mighty 
things of which they were capable, and feeling the frail and perishable 
natfire of all common records, conceived the bold design of cutting 
a gnemento of their skill and power in the living rock for ever. 


There are those who would deny the possession of moral principles . 
to the natives. Let such prejudiced and superficial observers bear 
in mind the moral dignity, the jealous sense of honour, and the 
heroic fortitude, of the native soldier; the singular fidelity and 
affection of the people in their plighted friendships for each other, 
through every extreme of good and evil; the devoted attachment of 
servants who are treated with any degree of kindness and considera- 
tion by their masters ; the self-inflicted torments of the ascetic, in 
the blind hope of making himself acceptable to his god; and, to 
crown all, the matchless constancy and fearless indifference of death 
in the Indian widow, who voluntarily mounts the faneral pile in the 
expectation of accompanying her husband to a region of bliss. A 
people capable of these things are of no common character, and 
nothing but the skill of the legislator is required to direct such 
stedfastness of principle to whatever can advance and perpetuate 
their happiness. 


Who are they who think the highest of the native character ? 
precisely those who are most familiarly acquainted with it. And 


who think most meanly of it ? those who are reduced to judge of it by 
what. 
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what they see in out-cast servants; in those whose greatest merit is 

a sinattering of the language, and a consummate proficiehcy in the 
vices, of English adventurers. From the sample of such men, who 
are the mere off-scourings of society, and who, driven from their 
kindred, flock to the cities for a precarious subsistence, they form 


an opinion of a people with whom they have never been able to 
converse ! 


Few nations are without moral axioms and generous sentiments, 
and fewer still possess so many as the Hindis. Their literature 
teems with them. Perhaps there are persons in India as well as in 
this country who will exclaim, “‘ but of what service are they to 
them?’’ I answer fearlessly, that I believe the Hindus would not suffer 
bya comparison of their virtues with those of the European nations, 
When I say this, it should be remembered that the natives of Europe 
have had every advantage resulting from fixed laws and the light of 
revelation; and that the natives of India have had to struggle against 
savage invaders, against ruthless intolerance, against anarchy, against 
personal insecurity, against despotism in every form, yet, with all 
these scourges, they are still essentially a moral people. All the: 
good they have is their own, and much of the evil is the inevitable 
effect of circumstances, that may disappear under our culightened 
Indian Government. 1t should be its object to make them act up to 
their own moral axioms ; this is the first step to their improvement, 
and is well worthy of our beneficent system of legislation. 


The Civil Servants are the means by which this is to be effected ; 
through them must the intentions of Government be enforced, as on 
their fitness depends the success of every effort for bettering the 
condition of the natives. With such views this College, and those 
of the different Presidencies of India have been founded. 
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That India is held by opinion, has become a trite observation ; 
but, in truth, she is preserved by feeling ; and the Company’s Civil 
and Military Servants are the links that connect the affections of the 
people with the Government. If, therefore, those links become.weak 
or worthless; if the Company’s Servants have not those qualifica- 
tions that render them attached and faithful to the Service; capable 
and zealous in the performance of their duties; kind, feeling, and for. 
bearing in their intercourse with the natives; the connexion of Indie 
with this country must cease, and she will relapse into a state of 
anagchy and misery greater than that from which the skill and valour 
of the British arms have rescued her. 


Impressed with these views, and anxious to facilitate the progress 
vw. the student in the prosecution of his studies, | have from time to 
time prepared elementary and other works fitted for the purpose. 
These have often been made at a considerable sacrifice of health; but 
I shall conceive it a source of the most heart-felt consolation, if the 
Great End desired is promoted by it. 


_ About half the present work has been compiled by my friend Mr. 
John Panton Gubbins, a student of the College; and it affords me 
peculiar pleasure to be thus enabled to make known this gentleman’s 
‘great proficiency as an Oriental scholar. The remaining portion has 
already appeared in print, forming the vocabulary to the Bengals 
Selections, printed by me in the year 1822. The whole has under- 
gone the most careful revision.
